1. Claims 1-6, 8-14, 16-17, 20-24 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Lohtia (US 2002/0082033). 

Lohtia discloses closing a stream (connection or temporary 
block flow/TBF, Figs. 3-4, stream, section 7, 24, closing, 
sections 28-55, especially section 29-30), repeating time slots 
(using GSM/GPRS time slots, sections 18-20) , sending a closing 
message (sections 28-55, especially section 29-30) , listening to 
determine whether more data is coming (sections 28-55, 
especially section 29-30, 32, or 46), closing stream if no more 
data is coming (Figs. 3-4, sections 28-55, especially section 
29-30, 32, or 46), close if no data in next slot (reads on using 
GSM/GPRS time slots and frames and waiting to see if more data 
is coming, sections 29-30 or 45-46) , sending message in a data 



language . 



channel (not further defined, reads on using GSM/GPRS channels 
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and/or RLC/MAC messages, e.g., sections 28-29), sending a 
further closing message (using the timer and repeating process 
if data is received Figs. 3-4, sections 28-34; 46), closing in 
response to absence of data (checking transmit buffers, sections 
28-34; 45-46), more than a period of time (using timers Figs. 3- 
4, sections 28-34; 46), distinguishing from noise (part of the 
GSM/GPRS protocols and/or process of receiving frames) , the 
number of slots is determined by the modulation class (slots 
determined by the modulation used in the various protocols, the 
standards control the amount of slots and also control the
